Fort Wayne is n Christian ri;.y. a 


fact that has been proved by the re- 
cent religious census, final results of 
which were announced this morning 
at the headquarters of the movement, 
315 Elektron building. 
It has been 


proved also at a cost less than one 
cent for visiting and questioning in- 
mates of every five houses in the city. 


Yesterday was a busy day at tha 


headquarters, where several were fin- 
ishing up the sorting and tabulating 
.of thousands of record cards gathered 
in the canvass. Besides those work- 
ing at the office, four or five were out 
visiting odd sections here and there 
throughout the city, which had been 
left over because there were not quite 
enough visitors to cover 
the entire 


city during the afternoon of the can- 
vass. The census taking is now prac- 
tically ended, and there only remains 
for each pastor to be supplied with 
those cards on which persons have 
expressed desires to attend certain 
churches. 


Chairman Hood's Statement. 


Charles A. Hood, who has been gen- 


eral chairman of the census move- 
ment, makes the following statement 
regarding the work: 


"The 
religious 
census 
of 
Fort 


"Wayne, undertaken Oct 25th, was one 
of the most remarkable movements 
In the history of the church in this 
city. This canvass was of large scope 
—planned to include not only every 
home, but the record of each boarder 
and domestic in the city. The object 
of the census was to visit every homo 
in Fort Wayne within four hours by 
means of volunteer workers. 


"The plans were so well laid and 


so faithfully carried out that over 95 
per cent of the homes were visited on 
the afternoon appointed, and most of 
the houses not reached that afternoon 
were covered 
during the 
following 


week. The marvel of the undertaking 
was that such an enterprise could be 
conducted by volunteer effort. Wore 
than once our visitors xvere asked in 
homes at which they called how much 
remuneration they received, and peo- 
ple were astonished when told that 
not one of the 350 visitors received a 
cent. 
This seems incredible to sev- 


eral in this money-grabbing age. 


Over 350 Workers Sent Namet. 


"Our call for visitors was for 350 


and the names of 35K workers were 
sent in by the pastors representing 
seventeen denominations 
and 
relig- 


IOHH organizations and magnificently 
illustrating the old-time 
saying, 'In 


union there 
is 
strength.' 
I think 


never before In this city have so many 
churches united in any undertaking. 
Tt is tin inspiration to know that tha 
'•UuroJi for purposes of practical en- 
Oeftvor is a united church. Some peo- 
pla arc misled, and because there are 
so many beliefs they put it down that 
the eirarch is badly divided. This lat- 
ter view, however, is far 
from the 


truth, and the 
churches 
are more 


nfinrly together today in their aims 
and purposes than ever before. 
The 


success of this religious census move- 
ment suggests that the church should 
be taken into account in all the plans 
and provisions for our Greater Fort 
Wayne. 
"Mr. Cross, wlin has been 
in the 


city for three weeks superintending 
this special work, has with the help 
of others compiled a report which is 
presented herewith. 


What Report Shows. 


"This report shows the number of 


adherents for each denomination and 
sect in i-be city, but does not show 
the number stating their preference, 
for any one church in a denomination. 
These figures are not to be given for 
publication, our committee declining 
to give out this Information as we feel 
that it is information for the pastor 
solely, and we do not. want, to present 
a report that in any way might be 
construed as a t?st of popularity of 
individual ministers or churches. 


"In distributing cards, care is ex- 


orcised in having each card reach the 
church or pastor indicated. We have 
tried to make plain all along that this 
movement was not ccCutiCi.rii ill any- 
way with temperance or other lines 
of activity, and that no copy of the 
record card is to be left, at headquar- 
ters, but that cards gathered in the 
canvass are to he turned over just; as 
OUickly as possible to the pastor pre- 
ferred. The cards that indicate a de- 
nomination, 
but 
not 
a 
particular 


church, are turned over to a. commit- 
tee of ministers 'uf that denomination. 
This committee will sort such cards 
for individual churches and parishes 
of their particular denomination. 


Great Work Lies Before Church. 
'T scarcely need to suggest that, the 


great work Hes before the church. Wo 
have in this canvass made the inves- 
tigation and compiled the statistics, 
but tci obtain practical results this In- 
formation nvnst be persistently 
fol- 


lowed up. I am pleased to'hear tha). 
several pastors already have laid care- 
ful, definite plans for this work, and 
it will surprise me 
if some of our 


churches and Sunday schools are not 
largely increased in membership In 
the next few months.

CHURCH AN DSTATE 


SITUATION IN FRANCE OUTLINED 


tlY MINISTER. 


All That Has Been Sought Was a 


Complete Divorcement and I(, Has 


Bonn AcompJishcrl. 


Paris, Nov. S.—The -minister of pub- 


lic instruction and worship, M. Briand, 
today announced in an authorized In- 
terview that the government did not 
regard the Catholic church as being 
In revolt against, the law providing 
for the separation of the church and 
state, or against the state. 


The Catholic church having simply 
rljnerl to tnke advantage of its priv- 


ilege under the law, as the other re- 
ligions dirt, on December 11 would for 
felt its $80,000,000 of property and 
thereafter would live under the com- 
mon law. 


There would be neither martyrdom 


nor persecutions of the faithful. 
The 


churches, as 
state 
and 
communal 


property, would remain open for Cath- 
olic worship. 
The object for which 


the republican party in France had 
struggled for thirty years, the minis- 
ter said, had 
been 
achieved. Tha 


Concordat was at an end, the stats 
would no longer contribute to the sup- 
port of any religion and priests would 
no longer enjoy privileges. 


In both -their duties and obligations 


they would be on an equality with 
other citizens. 
In other words, tho 


state was at least neutral towards all 
religions and would permit, the exer- 
cise of all of them with special favora 
to none.

Tennessee Supreme Court Rules on 


Soldiers' Home Inmates. 


Kuoxville, Tenn.. Nov. 3.—The Ten- 


nessee supreme couri. tsiay held that 
the inmates of the national soldiers" 
home at Johnson City, Tenn., have a 
right, to vote next Tuesday unless 
their votes are challenged at. tho polls. 
The court declared permanent, inmates 
of the home are not citizens of the 
state of Tennessee, but those inmates 
who have homes outside of the govern- 
ment reservation arc citizens of the 
state. 
Many Inmates are from other 


states. Tho court ruled that manda- 
mus proceeding, seeking 
to inhibit 


-these old soldiers from voting, was not 
the proper remedy and consequently 
the petition was dismissed. This liti- 
gation was precipitated by the ani- 
mated congressional race in the First 
Tennessee district.

Butte, Mont., Nov. 3.—A dispatch to 


the Miner from Sheridan. Wyo., says 
tho latest report, received at Arvada 
says' l.ho conference between tho mil- 
itary and the Ute Indians was still In 
session last night when the messen- 
ger left. The conference Is being held 
between the soldiers 
and 
tho Uto 


camp, fifteen miles northeast of Moor- 
head. The chiefs In attendance who 
were sent by the band with power to 
act are Rod Cap, Unknahkin and Pon- 
nap. 
Chief Black 
Whiskers stayed 


with the Ute band. 


Before leaving for the council tho 


Utes had a dance In the open and sol- 
emnly discussed the situation. At the 
conference the chiefs 
were 
offered 


transportation for the tribe and its 
ponies back to Utah and rations dur- 
ing the winter. A promise to consider 
the matter of allowing them a new 
hunting ground next spring was also 
made. 


The Indian chieftains hesitcted over 


the matter of hunting grounds, and 
wanted a definite promise that they 
would he allowed to return to Powder 
river in the spring. 
Durinfe the coun- 


cil the three chiefs would frequently 
leave the circle and 
talk 
between 


themselves. 


The Indians are. favorable 
to an 


agreement, as they seem to be yield- 
ing to the arguments of Major Grler- 
son, Colonel Rogers and Captain John- 
son. 
It is stated on authority of the 


white residents living 
at 
Sheridan 


now with Major Grierson on Buffalo 
creek that for two nights and one day 
the second squadron of the Tenth un- 
der Captain Johnson were secreted in 
Lhc hills eight miles north of Moor- 
head, the colored troops being in fear 
of their lives. 


No fire or lights were 
permitted 


during this time and the horses and 
mules were escorted to water only un- 
dnr cover of darkness. 


They remained there until the ar- 


rival of Colonel Rogers and the Sixth, 
when their forces were deemed sufll- 
rjiently strong lo combat the Indian 
•;amp near by in case of attack. 


The hurried trip of the Sixth from 


Fort Mead established a record in the 
movement of such borlies, one hundred 
and thirty-five miles being covered in 
twenty-two hours. 


The war department has promised 


lo relieve Capt Ivers W. Leonard from 
duty in Cuba and to permit him to re- 
turn to his duties as military instruc- 
tor lit, Concortlla college just as soon 
nu ho can be spared from the work in 
the island. The receipt of this news 
Friday eveulng was the occasion for 
much gratification at Concordla col- 
lege, where it was hailed with genuine 
pleasure. 


To Senator Beverldge is given the 


credit of getting action In the matter. 
It will be recalled that Capt Leonard 
had merely begun the military instruc- 
tion of tho 2^0 boys at Concordla col- 
lego when he was ordered to Cuba on 
duty connected with the pacification 
of the island.

The pastors stood behind the 
movement, and through a sub-commit- 
tee, of which Rev. H. B. Master was 
chairman, nctcd as an advisory com- 
mittee. 
This 
committee 
selected 


Charles A. Hood as general chairman, 
A. S. Coverdale chairman of the dis- 
trict directors' committee and Clinton 
R. Willson chairman of the finance 
committee and treasurer. The dis- 
trict directors' committee was com- 
posed of 21 directors of divisions of 
the city—this committee having the 
actual 
canvassing In charge. The 


finance committee raised the neces- 
sary funds, apportioning tho amount 
expected from each church. A strong 
point in favor of these plans Is that 
they do not call for large expense, tho 
whole work being accomplished here 
for about $140—only a trifle more than 
was first estimated.

Simple Frock for a Small Girl 


Frequently the material from which 


a frock is fashioned determines wheth- 
er it bo for dress or every day wear, 
and while this holds good for older 
children, it is especially true of dresses 
intended for little girls from one to five 
years- of age. 
Doubtless It is due to 


the fact that we recognize the advant- 
ages a plain model possesses over an 
elaborate one. A child Is more com- 
fortable in a dress of a plain cut that 
is not over trimmed, besides it is 
more babyish in appearance, and every 
mother wishes to keep her children 
babies as long as possible. 


There are dozens of different cloths 


from which to choose in reproducing 
the design shown for a little girl from 
one to five years of age. 
Of course, 


clinging materials are the most de- 
sirable, and in these we have plaids, 
stripes and plain goods. If a plain ma- 
terial is chosen, say a dead leaf 
brown, the edges of the box pleats, the 
collar, belt and pleats in the sleeve 
can all be piped with a dark bronze 
green silk. The buttons can either be

HE BEATS ALL B.IVALS 


Goes Thirts^four Miles In Higher 


Latitude than Arctic Explorer 


Heretofore. 


New 
York, Nov. 
3.—Commander 


Robert E. Peary has gone thirty-four 
miles nearer the north polo than any 
man who ever -went into the arctic 
seas, and is now on his way home. 


To be exact, the American explorer 


pushed on over the ice floes until he | 
reached 87 degrees 6 minutes north 
latitude. 


IE 
1896 
Nansen 
reached- 86:14 


north latitude, and his exploit was 
hailed as a tremendous exploit, for 
that was 196 miles farther north than 
Greely had gone in 1S82. 


Nansen held the record for only four 


years. Then, in 1900 Captain Cagni, of 
•ithe 
duke 
of 
Abruzzi's expedition 


pushed his way northward and after 
almost incredible hardships reached a. 
point twenty-three miles farther north 
than Nansen. had gone. 


TTntil today the Italian explorer has 


held the record for farthest north. 
Now It is shattered by an American. 


News from Commander Peary has 


been awaited with anxiety for several 
weeks, as July 16 was the date he had 
fixed for the end of the "dash" across 
the Ice cap surrounding the pole. The 
commander, when he sailed from New 
York more than a year ago, fondly 
hoped that the end of the dash would 
carry him to the pole itself. 


Peary Sends the News. 


The news came in a telegram to 


Herbert L. Bridgman. secretary of the 
Peary Arctic club, of which Morris K. 
Jemip is Tiresldent. It read: 


Hoptdale. Labrador (via Twilllngate), 
New Foundland. 
Nov. 2.—Herbert 
L. 
Brldgman: 
The Roosevelt wintered on 
the north coast of Grant Lan'd. a Ilttlo 
north of Alert's wlntor quarters. Went 
north In sledges IP. February via Heckta 
| and Columbia, 
Delayed by open water 
between 84 and 85 degrees. Beyond 85 
six days. 
Galo disrupted Ice. destroyed caches, 
out off communication with supporting 
t>odl«» and drifted due east. Reached S7 
degree* 6 minutes north latitude over Ice. 
drifting steadily eastward. 
Returning, 
ate eight dogs. 


Drifted eastward, delayed by open wa- 
ter, and reached north coast of Greenland 
In straitened conditions. 
Killed music 
nxon and returned along Greenland coant 
to ship. 
, v Two supporting bodies driven on north 
coast of Greenland. One reached me In 
starving condition. After one week's re- 
cuporatlon on Roosevelt sledged west, 
completing north coast of Grant Land, 
end reached other land near 100th merid- 
ian.

Homeward voyage was Incessant battle 
with Ice. storm, and head winds. Roose- 
velt magnificent Ice fighter and sea boat. 
No deaths or Illness In expedition.

to him. 
Mr. Brldgman said Peary

Only Hint at Hardships. 


"I feel that it is useless lor me to 


add anything to what the telegram 
says," said Secretary Bridgman last 
night. "It speaks for itself. The part 
that tells of the eating of tho (Jogs is 
cmnigh 10 shov: the hardships that he 
tndured. 
I am glad he 1ms reached 


that far north. 


"Just before I got the Peary tele- 


gram, I received vne from Sam Bart- 
lett, who was tho master of tho Wind- 
ward and the Diana. He is related to 
Captain Bartlett of the Roosevelt and 
also to Moses Bartlett, the mate of the 
Roosevelt. Thu Bm!ett telegram said 
that he had heard from Moses and that 
the Roosevelt was in HopeJalo dam- 
aged. 


"Just about the time I got horn I 


found the Peary telegram. 
Captain 


Bartlett's wire caino from 
Brigus, 


Newfoundland. 
The Peary telegram, 


I believe, was mailed from Hopedale, 
down the'coast, to a telegraph opera- 
tor, who sent it when he received the 
letter addressed to him. 


Hopedale, or Hoffenthal, is a Mora- 


vian mission station on the east coast 
ol Labrador. Twillingate is a port on 
the east coast of Newfoundland. Mr. 
Bridgman said the message was prob- 
ably mailed by Commander Peary 
from Hopedale to the most accessible 
cable point. 


Home In Ten Days. 


"I imagine that Lieutenant Peary 


will be home in New York in ten days, 
maybe less. He can take the Roose- 
velt down to Sydney and then come 
down in thirty-six hours on a train. If 
he did he would probably let the men 
bring the Roosevelt down here and lay 
it up in New York, where it belongs. 
That is the most natural thing for him 
to do. The crew all are Newfound- 
landers, and could return home after 
that. 


"On board the Roosevelt were Dr. 


Louis J. Wolf, ot Oregon, surgeon; 
Ross G. Marvin, of Blmira, the scien- 
tist, and Mr. Wardwell, of Buckaport, 
Me., the chief engineer. 
Tha others 


and the crew were Newfoundland men, 
as I have said." 


Mr. Bridman said that Mrs. Peary 


now is, in New York for a few days 
and that she is going out of town soon. 
He was unwilling to say where she is, 
saying "she never would forgive me If 
I did." 


The inference is that Mrs. Peary- 


may go north, perhaps to Sidney, to 
meet her husband. 


Sailed North on July 15, 1905. 


Commander Peary sailed north on 


the afternoon of July 15, 1905. The 
start was made from New York and 
for days before the explorer started on 
his long voyage northward his ship, 
the Roosevelt, lay off Twenty-ninth 
street in the North river, where it 
was visited by crowds of sightseer*. 


Before sailing Commander Peary ex- 


pressed great confidence In the ability 
of his party to reach the pole. 
He 


based his belief on three points: The 
strength of his vessel, which he be- 
lieved would enable him to push fur- 
ther north before resorting to land 
travel than had been possible In the 
earlier attempts; his own hard earned 
knowledge of arctic conditions, and his 
great hold on the Esqulmos, without 
whose aid little or nothing could be 
accomplished In' arctic travel. 


The plan of the expedition was to 


proceed by the Greenland route—the 
one Peary had taken in his other at- 
tempts. It was the Intention to push 
the Roosevelt along the narrow chan- 
nel between Greenland and Grant- 
land until the ship was frozen in. It 
was hoped that the staunch Uttlo ship 
could be driven to within 400 miles of 
the pole before the ico grew thick 
enough to bar further passage. 


Plans for Final Daih. 


When the Roosevelt had reached Its 


farthest north the party was to live In 
portable houses to be erected on the 
Ice while preparing dogs and sledges 
for the final dash to the pole. 


It was Commander Peary's intention 


to take only one white companion on 
the final trip. They were to be accom- 
panied by twenty sledges driven by 
Eskimos, -who were to return to the 
permanent winter quarters as fast as 
the supplies they carried were used 
op. 


Peary's departure from New York 


was delayed by difficulties which arose 
in obtaining money enough to pay for 
the necessary equipment. Ho needed 
?BO,000 almost at the 
la t moment. 


Large amounts were given by Mr. 
Jesup and others interested in the en- 
terprise, and the benefit performance 
added $10,000 to the funds of the ex- 
pedition. 


With Peary when he sailed from 


New York were Capt Frank Hough- 
ton, navigating officer of the Roose- 
velt; Frederick Stewart, second offi- 
cer; Chief Engineer George Wardell, 
Steward Charles Percy and Matthew 
Henson, the explorer's negro servant, 
who has been with him on all his trips. 
The surgeon of the expedition is Dr. 
Louis James Wolf, a. young man who 
had served in the dispensary of Belle- 
vue hospital. 


Peary'« Seventh Attempt. 


This was Commander Peary's sev- 


enth attempt to reach the north pole, 
the first being made in 1891. He has 
lived in the polar region the greater 
tv.vi. of HIP last fifteen years, and he 
Is by far the most striking figure in 
uie history of arctic, exploration. 


Commander Peary has spent more 


than a decade warring with the forces 
of nature in that desolate solitude, and 
a peculiar touch of brightness is add- 
ed to the otherwise gloomy picture by 
the fact that his courageous and de- 
voted wife has braved Its loneliness 
with him, enduring the terrible win- 
ters there, and seeing their baby girl 
draw its first breath In their far north- 
ern home. Peary has made Greenland 
his theater of operations; exploration 
there has, by common consent, been 
left to him alone. Almost every sum- 
mer since 1891 has seen him Invade 
the frozen wastes on new discoveries 
bent. Eight long winters, too, without 
a glimpse of the sun for six months 
each time, has he labored in the land 
of the ice. 


Aided by Nation and Friends. 


He Is 48 years old and has given his 


prime to this work. He has spent his 
own private means, and his wife has 
given hers, and they have both taken 
to the lecture platform to raise funds 
to help him on, while once be had to 
exhibit his ship in Atlantic seaports 
to obtain enough money to complete 
her stores. 


The United States navy department, 


in which he is a civil engineer, now 
ranking as commander, has granted 
him tha leave of% absence necessary to 
pursue his researches, hut he has en- 
joyed no financial aid from the gov- 
ernment. He has had to plan his ex- 
peditlonS; finance them, and then carry 
them out. 
Latterly, however, some 


wealthy friends have undertaken the 
fiscal part, thus relieving him of one

of the greatest worries that must vex 
an enthusiastic soul. 


For Peary is ;;n enthusiast, though 


liis enthusiasm is tempered with sa- 
gacity and prudence. 
He has lived 


Among the Eskimos, aclauted himself 
to their primitive conditions, subsist- 


d on walrus blubber and other "deli- 


cacies," and faced every discomfort 
the civilized being finds associated 
with his human antithesis. 


Nor is this the worst—Peary has en- 


dured rigorous hardships, physical 
;orture und serious disablement. His 
whole Arctic career has been, a long 
record of gallant battles against dis- 
tressing misfortune.' 


His First Expedition. 


Peary's first serious expedition was 


on the barkentine Kite, started June 
6, 1891, from Brooklyn, with five men 
and Mrs. Peary, then little more than 


bride. A party of scientists went 


along part way with them, principally 
:o spend a scientific summer vacation. 
They were headed by Prof. Angelo 
Heilprin. who in the following year 
leaded the first relief expedition In 
;he party, too, was Matthew Henson, 
Peary's negro servant, who has ac- 
companied him on all his voyages into 
the frozen regions. 


The explorer was seriously Injured 


n first contact with the ice floe. As 
ills steamer struck the ice for the first 
Lime the wheel chain snapped, the end 
bre.iking Peary's leg. .He was landed 
on the Greenland coast on a stretcher, 
camped 
in 
n tent, supervised 
the 


jutlding of a house, allowed tho leg to 
tnit during the winter, and the next 
spring, with only one companion, ?nd 
without accident, made a 1,300 mllo 
lourney over the Ice cap that covers 
Sreenland. reaching Us farthest coast 
ine, tho first white man to view its 
northern extremity. 


Proves Greenland an Island. 


The main achievement of, this 1.300 


mile Bledgo journey was tho demon- 
stration that Greenland is an island, 
not a southward projecting portion of 
a polar continent. Peary demonstrated 
:he practicability of his plan, csiah- 
ished supplies at many points along 
the route, making it easier for suc- 
ceeding explorers, and had como to the 
provisional conviction that tho point 
of land from which a dash to the pole 
should be made was probably on Grin- 
ncll island, and not the northernmost 
point of Greenland. 


In the following year Prof. Heilprin 


went north in the Kite, found the ex- 
plorer readily, though he was a little 
jarly, and had to go in on the ice cap 
to meet him and hurry the return." 


In July, 1893, Lieut. Peary sailed on 


:he Falcon for another attack on the 
arctic problems. This was arranged 
on a much'more comprehensive plan 
:han the preceding one. A club had 
seen formed 
with 
headquarters at 


Philadelphia for the financing and sup- 
ply of relief expeditions, which, as has 
aeen observed before, are an essential 
part of the general plan. There were 
with Peary Mrs. Peary nnd Mrs. Cross, 
:ho latter tha wlfo of nn officer on the 
Falcon; S. J. Ent.rekln, West. Chester, 
Pa.; Edwin Astrupp, a Norwegian; 
Dr. E. Vincent, the physician of tho 
party; George H. Carr, George Clark, 
E. B. Baldwin, scientific observers; J. 
W. Davidson, who 
had 
been Mr. 


Peary's lecture manager; Frederick 
\V'. Stokes, the artist, and the ever 
faithful Henson. 


Beset by Frightful Storms. 


On this, 
his 
second 
(expedition, 


Peary followed the trail ho hnd blazed 
Into the frozen region two years he- 
fore. 
In the autumn the Peary baby 


was born in their hut on the west 
Greenland shore. The ensuing spring 
the northward march was begun, but 
frightful storms beset them from the 
start, and they had to retreat, after 
strupsflinsr against, the weather for two 
weeks. Some of the party were frost- 
ed and others were discouraged, and 


nothing more was done but to wait 
for the relief ship, which arrived nil 
1834, 
eommaiKled by Emil Difcbltsch, 


Mrs. Peary's brother. 


Of al! the- party Peary, Lee and 


Henson alone were undismayed and 
dptcnnir.ei! to make another attempt. 
This they rlid early in 1S!*5, and :iuc- 
ceedPrt in the journey across the ice 
cap, 
but from lack of foot! could go 


no farther, for starvation hart them 
at. death's door. They escaped by eat- 
ing their (Jogs; 
out 
of 
forty with 


which they loft they brought back 
only one. 


Ar.other Siege to the Pole. 


In 1S9<> Peary tried to carry to New 


York the great meteorite at 
Cape 


York, the largest in the world, but 
his s&lp was forced away from the 
Greenland coast by ice and storm. 
He tried again in 1897, and this time 
succeeded. 
In 1S9S he began a new 


siege of tho pole, and in a long and 
toilsome march was caught by a bliz- 
zard and held helpless for two days 
and nights. The little group killed i 
dog and ate it, but Peary's feet had 
become frosted, and Dr. Dedrick. then 
of his force, had to amputate seven 
toes. To do this even roughly they 
were forced to shelter in Greely's de- 
serted station, 
Fort 
Conger, Lady 


Franklin bay, and there the invalid 
lay helpless for six weeks. Then he 
had to be dragged south for 250 miles 
on a sledge, with the temperature 50 
degrees nelow zero, to his ship, the 
Windward, for the operation to be 
perfected, as the surgeon had.no pro- 
per Instruments north. This involved 
another six weeks' Illness, and spoiled 
an advance toward the pole In 1899. 


Again Back in Greenland. 


In 1900 Peary was well enough to 


start again, and this time journeyed 
to the northernmost tip of Greenland, 
in S3 degrees. 27 minutes, whence he 
ventured on the floe and headed for 
the polo. He reached 83 degrees, BO 
minutes, where the Ice was found too 
open for safety, so he had to fall back 
again. He utilized the reverse to de- 
limit the whole northern coast line of 
Greenland. In 1901, an advance over 
tho same route being useless, he start- 
ed for Cape Hecla, the farthest point 
in Grinnell Land, west of Greenland, 
and took his departure therefrom. But 
tho fates were still unpropithras. The 
season was an unusually open one and 
ho had onco more to retire baffled. 


Near Pole With Negro. 


In 1902, Peary, Henson and eight or 


ten Eskimos tried this trip again. He 
hnd sixty dogs for his 
sledges and 


eighty tons of walrus meat for the 
canines besides amplo stores of food 
for tho humans. 
The party hurried 


forward, sending back the 
Eskimos 


one after another as tho stores were 
exhausted, until Peary and Henson— 
the white and tho black Americans- 
were left to make the last stage of the 
journey alone. In that journey Peary 
and Henson made their way as far as 
84 degrees 17 minutes north latitude, 
northwest of Cape Hccln, tnc farthest 
point of Grinuell Land, beyond which 
an advanc'c was found to ho impossi- 
ble and tho i'loa of further progress 
had to 
bo 
reluctantly 
abandoned. 


Ponry planned to bo sixty days on 
this journey, forty in advancing and 
twenty In reluming; but It occupied 
only twenty-nine in all. Peary then 
made his way south to Cape Sablne, 
where a relief ship with Mrs. Peary 
on board, met him In August and con- 
veyed him back to New York. 


Story of His Hardships. 


In a report of his work in the years 


1900 1901 anrl 1903, made to Herbert 
L. Bridtjman, secretary of the Peary 
Arctic club, Peary gave the following 
details, which show more clearly than 
anything else the terrible hardships 
of exploration In the polar regions: 


"Left at Erik harbor, on the Eiles- 


mere 
coast, Aug. 29. The 
partv 


! reached Payer harbor Sept. 16, cross- 
ing Roose bay partly by sledge and 
partly by boat, then walking acro«s 
Bodfi-rd Pirn sound. 
About a week 


later my Eskimos began to fall sick, 
not one escapirg. 
By 
Nov. 19 six 


adults arc! one child were dead, nearly 
all the others weak, but out of dan- 
ger 


"Early ' in January 
Eskimos came 


across from Anvilik, bringing news of 
the ravages 
of 
a 
fatal 
epidemU: 


through the tribe. 
Word 
was sent 


back by these scouts for as many of 
the survivors as could to come to me, 
and by the end of the month they be- 
gan arriving. 


"In February a large depot of dog 


food was established near Cape Louis 
Napoleon, sixty miles north of Sahine. 
On March 3 my advance party of six 
sledges, in charge of Henson, left for 
Ganger. 


Beginning of the Journey. 


"March G, started with 
the main 


party of eighteen sledges, leaving 
Percy in charge 
at 
Payer 
harbor. 


Ganger 
was 
reached 
in twelve 


marches, arriving within an hour or 
two of the advance party. My sup- 
porting party of Eskimos returning 
from Conger brought down the instru- 
ments, chronometers and arctic libra- 
ry. Eight marches more took us to 
Cape Hecla. 


"The north end of Robinson channel 


was all open across to the Greenland 
coast, lakes of water extending north- 
ward as far as could be seen from 
Black cape and Cape Ransome. From 
Hecla another 
supporting party re- 


turned. 


"April 1, started northward over the 


polar sea with Henson, four Eskimos 
and six sledges. 
Old floes covered 


deep with snow and intersected with 
rubble ridges and lanes of young Ice 
were encountered from the moment 
wo left the ice foot. 


Battles With Ice Fleet. 


"After six marches, 
open 
leads, 


floes In motion were encountered. Twj 
natives were sent back. 
As we ad- 


vanced tho floes became smaller, the 
pressure ridges on a grander scale, 
and tho oren leads more frequent. 
Each day's march was more perilous, 
and our general course deflected west 
by the character of the Ice. 


"Finally at 84.17 N. Lat., north- 


west of Hecla, the polar pack 
be- 


came impracticable and further ef- 
forts to advance were given up. New 
leads and pressure ridges, with foggy 
weather, made our return-In somo 
respects more trying than tho ad- 
vance. Hecla was regained April 29, 
and Conger May 3. Leaving Conger 
May G, Cape Sablno was reached on 
the 15th. 
A few days later went 


north as far as Capo Louis Napoleon 
to complete the survey of Bobblt bay, 
returning the 1st ot June. 
A pro- 


posed trip across 
Ellesmere 
Land 


westward was prevented 
by 
open 


water In Bucha:.an bay. 


"The ice broke up earlier than In 


1901, and Payer harbor was blocked 
almost, continuously. 


"Tho 
Windward bored Its way 


through l.hc ico and entered tho har- 
bor tho morning of Aug. 5 and got 
out asaln the same afternoon with 
scarcely fifteen minutes to spare be- 
fore tho harbor was closed by the ice. 
Forcing our way across Smith sound, 
my Eskimos with their 
belongings 


were landed In Iglefield gulf. 
Sev- 


eral days were devoted to hunting 
walrus, then the Windward started 
south, reaching and 
leaving Cape 


York the afternoon of Aug. 28.

that Commander Robert E. Peary's 
steamer, Roosevelt, was damaged by 
ice during its long stay In the arctic 
region while the explorer made his last 
dash to the pole, was reported today 
from the Moravian mission station at 
Hopeilale, on the Labrador coast, 
where the Roosevelt has arrived. The 
extent of the 
damage is unknown. 


Commander Peary also reported that 
the steamer was in need ot coal.

How to Prepare and Care 


for Hardwood Floors 


Simple Methods by Which Housewives May Keep 


Them in Good Condition—The use of Wax or Oil 


as a Dressing. 


\Vood floors—either hard or soft— 


must first be shellacked, whether they 
>iro to be subsequently finished with 
oil or wax, otherwise they cannot be 
kept polished or serviceable for daily 
use. 
For without thiy surface cover- 


Ing to prevent the wood from becom- 
ing marred and full of Indentations, 
the boards would soon be in unsightly 
condition .md a, defacement Instead 
of an addition to the finished appear- 
ance of a rorm. 


The averut,: floor in a city fiat or 


apartment should be shellacked at 
least once a year to preserve the 
wood and keep it In good condition. 
and occasionally, if a room is much 


I used. It will he necessary to give the 
j boards rin extra coat of shellac during 


I the- interim. 


Once the flooring is ptoperly filled 


wlih putty colored 
with 
ochre to 


match the boards, the shellac can be 
applied. If the filling Is to be done by 
an amateur, the greatest care must bo 
taken to putty all the nail holes and 
the cracks between the boards, and to 
see that none of the sub-stance is al- 
lowed to remain on the' wood, for if 
the surface is not perfectly clean and 
smooth when the shellac is applied the 
work will look botched and the floors 
rough and uneven. 


Shellac, .1 combination of turpentine 


and a transparent furniture fluid, can 
be successfully applied by any house- 
wife who will take particular rare to 
lay It on smoothly—a rather difficult 
task, as the liquid is- thick and sticky, 
and the operator must, work rapidly. 


j In applying it, the amateur should 
'work with the grain of the wood and 
it. would be well 
to 
po the entire 


length of one board before starting 
In on another. 


After the entire floor has been shel- 


lacked it should not he used for from 
three to five days, during whjch time 
the finish will have time to dry and 
be smooth and free, from disfiguring 
marks. 


Once shellacked thp floor '.uiy then 


be either waxed or oiled, according to 
taste. In the cnse of a soft wood floor 


though crude oil keeps It In good con- 
dition. When oil Is.used, once, a week 
is often enough to apply it and a soft 
piece of flannel is the best for th< 
purpose.

IMPROVING THE MILLS. 


P. & E. RAISES WAGES 


Over 25,000 Employes Come In for 


a Share in the Increased 


Distributions. 


' Philadelphia, NOT. 3.—An official of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company 
said today that the statement pub- 
lished in this morning's papers to tha 
effect that the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company had agreed on a 10 per cent 
advance in the pay of its employes on 
January 1 was entirely unauthorized 
and that while it is true that consid- 
eration is being given to this subject 
the matter has not yet taken definite 
shape. It was said that it cannot yet 
be decided what advance may be nec- 
essary to secure an equitable compen- 
sation to the employes of the various 
departments. When any definite ac- 
tion is taken on the subject it will be 
by the board of directors, at which 
time 5t will be officially announced to 
the employes and to the public. 


Rolling Mills Gets New Furnace and 


Increases Its Output. 


The finishing touches are being put 


on the 
new 
single sand bottom 


buschling furnace which has been in 
the course of construction for a num- 
ber of weeks and it is expected that it 
will be in perfect shape to be put in 
operation Monday morning. The new 
furnace 
is constructed 
entirely of 


brick and is equipped with a waste 
heat attachment supplying a boiler of 
125 horso power capacity, which ad- 
dition to the present power will make 
an amply sufficient supply for the en- 
tire mill. 
The finishing mills have 


been compelled to shut down several 
times because the muck mill has been 
unable to supply them with raw ma- 
terial, but when this furnace, which 
will make seven in the muck depart- 
ment, is placed in operation there will 
be no scarcity of material. 
The new 


furnace will bring the capacity of the 
mills .up to 200 tons of finished ma- 
terial every twenty-four hours. 


As mentioned above the muck de- 


partment will now have seven fur- 
naces and the finishing mill has four. 
The scrap material is first gotten to a 
welding heat In the furnaces in the 
much department and then rolled into 
bars which are allowed to cool and 
then cut into convenient lengths. The 
iron is then called raw material and is 
ready tor the finishing mill. Here It 
Is again brought to a welding heat and 
then rolled in the 9 or 18-inch mills to 
the required size. Of course only bar 
iron is manufactured in this mill. 


The company is also installing a 


number of new lights about the inter- 
ior of the mill and on the grounds.

been thrown out early In tho spring 
when green feed was scarce.

eggs from those hens tasted so strong 
of onions that it was impossible to 
eat them, and this continued for somo 
days. Later the South Carolina Ex- 
jeriment Station took up the subject 
and concluded that the* food eaten by 
jens often imparted a decided flavor 
to efgs produced by them. 


Now comes a more recont cxperl- 


mentor who declares that while onions 
effect the flavor of eggs, hens which 
were fed on cabbage, 
turnips and 


other highly-flavored 
feed 
produced 


eggs perfect in flavor.

Grain Better Than Hoots. 


We believe the value of 
feeding 


oots to hog? In winter is over-estimat- 
ed sometimes.

hlng. In our experiments we found 
hat about six pounds of roots were 
qual to one pound of mixed gruln. 
This is very similar to the results 
•btalned in Denmark, where six to 
eight pounds of roots were found to 
equal in feeding value, to one pound 


f mixed grain. We have found roots 
•ery valuable In feeding, not so much 
>ecauso they are an economical food, 
but because they kept the hogs In 
good thrift and prevented young pigs 
rom getting too fat. Hogs seem to 
need some bulky food, and the roots 
answer this purpose. We think roots 
are excellent to mix with ground 
wheat, and find nothing better for 
young pigs than finely ground oats 
and shorts or middlings. Other grains 
are 
introduced as the pigs grow 


older, as we do not find oats an eco- 
nomical food for fattening.

Buckwheat As a Weed Killer. 
Buckwheat chokes the life out of 


weeds. It grows rapidly, requires little- 
caro. except to give It a eood seed-bed 
and Is always a paying crop. 
Buck- 


wheat straw Is relished by stock and 
there Is never enough grain to supply 
tho demand for grlddla cakes la this 
country. That is why so little pure 
buckwheat .flour Is on the market. 
Millers have to make up the deficiency 
with wheat shorts and 
corn 
meal. 


Buckwheat is remarkable for supply- 
Ing bees with honey after all other 
supplies have given out. The plants 
produce a denso shade during the 
warm days of summer, which greatly 
benefits the soil, and the crop can 
be sown and harvested at times when 
other crops do.not need all the farm- 
er's attention. 
Very often a good 


crop may be obtained after a hay crop, 
and also on land that is not adapted 
to any other grain. It Is the general 
opinion that poor soil, prepared In 
any kind of manner, will do for buck- 
wl-eat. and, while It is true buck- 
wheat will grow on any sort of soil, 
yet, like any other crop, it does best 
under favorable conditions. 


Cold Storage for Sweet Potatoes. 
The Ideal method of keeping seed 


potatoes is claimed to be cold storage. 
Potatoes thus kept at the Ohio Station 
have come out sound and fresh, with 
no Indications of sprouting and their 
vitality unimpaired, even so late as 
tho first of June. It Is important, how- 
ever, that the temperature of tho cold 
storage, room should not fall below 35 
degrees. iK>r should It rise much above 
40 degrees. When cold storage is not 


In no way compensates for tho loss available, sprouting may in some meas- 


For Su-ino Fall Pasture. 


The plan is sometimes recommend- 


ed of sowing rape and sorghum to- 
gether In order to produce pasture 
for swine. Some have recommended 
growing the rape and sorghum to- 
gether, others favor planting the sor- 
ghum in rows and then sowing the 
rape in between the rows after the 
sorghum has been cultivated- for a 
time. 
Many good farmers do not 


think very highly of either plan. The 
sorghum is likely to overshadow the 
rape, but if rape and sorghum are 
put in separately and kept pastured 
at tho same time the plan should 
prove satisfactory. 


GET MANURE ON GROUND. 


Do Not Keep It In Pfles ta 


by I/entiling. 


If good crops are to be grown and 


the fertility of the farm kept np it is 
important that all the manure possible 
be made^ saved and applied to the 
land. On nearly all farms th.e winter 
is much the best time, not only to 
make manure, but to apply it. 


All things considered, the best place 
apply fresh manure Is on land plow- 


ed in the fall or early winter for plant- 
Ing In some crop in the spring. By ap- 
plying on a plowed surface, the rains 
and melting snow, aided by the thaw- 
ins and freezing, carry the soluble 
portions of the manure into the soil 
where it will be retained ready to be 
used by the plants in the spring and 
summer. There is less waste by leach- 
ing when applied on plowed 
land 


than when on an unplowed surface. 


One of the best and most economi- 


cal ways of managing manure at all 
times, and especially in winter. Is to 
Haul it out as fast as made, load into 
the wagon direct from the stables, 
*eds and feed lots, haul to the field 
when needed and scatter direct from 
.he wagon. This saves time and labor 
ind lessens very materially the loss 
jy leaching and evaporation. 


If the best health of the stock Is to 


he maintained, manure should not be 
allowed to accumulate under animals 
in the stables or feed lots. 
If It Is 


piled up or even allowed to lie whc'ns 
it is made for any considerable timev, 
there is loss, and every time manure 
Is handled the cost is increased ma^ 
terially. 


The manure supply may be mater- 


ially increased by the1 use of plenty 
of bedding to absorb all the liquids, 
and the comfort and cleanliness'of the 
...U..B. is thereby greatly Increased. 
At 


the same tixoe there is-no speelal'-ad- 
vantage in using too much bedding 
as this Increases the cost of handling 
the manure and tends rather to lessen 
Its value-

This text has been impressed on my

But another unpromising field for 


gospel seed planting is the besotted 
life of the man or woman who far 
years and years has been living the 
life of a degenerate or a social out- 
cast. When you think of them, you 
invariably say: 
"They are Ephraims 


wedded to their sins. 
Leave them 


alone. 
They have had their moral 
characters absolutely driven out of 
them. When the eardrum Is gone, 
there is no hope in going "to a special- 
ist. 
He will have nothing to work 


upon. The hearing, in that case, can 
never be restored. Sn Is it. with the 
degenerates. It is 
Utteiess to cast 


pearls before swine; back into the 
filth they will go. It is useless to read 
the ten commandments to a flock of 
human wolves. Only upon the car- 
casses o£ sin will they banquet. 
All 
that you can do is to ieave them to 
gormandize at their corrupt and dis- 
gusting feasts." 


Well, my brother, what you say may 


be true. Ephraim may be wedded to 
his sins. But when you go forth to 
sow gospel seed and are tempted to 
leave' Ephrairn's land unsown, be very 
sure that it is really swamp land. Per- 
haps you may be making a mistake. 
Perhaps you are hastily passing judg- 
ment 
of condemnation 
upon men 


whom God has not yet given up as 
hopeless. What I do know is this: if 
you had lived In Christ's place, many 
of tho sinners and 
outcasts 
with 


whom he talked, 
you would nevei 


have spoken to, for fear of defiling 
your garments. 
Many of the thieves 


and robbers and the libertines and the 
moral lepers whom he lifted up out of 


they were identified. 
Some of these 


men and women now are among the 
most bitter of all enemies of 
the 


churches. 
There are hundreds nnd 


thousands of men and women who de- 
spise the church of God, because some 
Christian friend or some church has 
proved false to them. They despise 
ho church of God, which they once 
oved, because some man, or body of 
men, has been unapproetiitlvo of their 
oynlty anil 'BPlf-sacrlficc. 
Now, my 


'rtenris, It Is your -duty and my- duty 
o pro after those delinquent church 
members. 
Wo must go after them. 


We must harness them up to tho gos- 


p] chariot again, and get them to pull, 
know it is an unpromising field for 


Tospel seed-planting. But if we 
go 


'orth in the right spirit, with the right 
gospel Hpeed, wo can get a harvest 
even in this unpromising soil. Remem- 
ber the words of my text: "Cast thy J 
bread upon the waters, for thou shalt ' 
find it after many days." 


But though this unpromising field 


may appear utterly useless to some of 
us for gospel seed-planting, it is not 
as bad as many 
think. When the 


Christian once tastes the joys of gos- 
pel work and of Christian fellowship, 
he is never happy without it. There 
is an .old proverb that, if the traveler 
once drinks of the Pierian spring of 
old Italy, he will always go back them 
and drink again. The waters are so 
sweet and pure that he never ceases, 
until his dying day, to long to drink 
of their. £ga!zi. So is it with Christian 
labor. When a SiMsi'a.y school teacher 
has once felt the Joy of leading little 
children to Christ, he can never stifle 
In his heart the desire to' again bring 
other little children to Christ. Almost 
every little one he meets seems to be 
lifting up her hands saying, "Wont 
you please show me 
the 
way 
to 


Christ?" When the Christian worker 
has once felt the thrill of a gospel 
revival in which he has labored, all 
worldly joys are insipid In compari- 
son. The hearts of these Christians 
have simply been allowed to lie fal- 
low. 
Oh, man, go to them. Scatter 


there the gospel seed. You can surely 
bring those delinquent souls back to 
church work,- If you will only go after 
them. Have you forgotten the words 
of my text? "Cast your bread upon 
the waters, for thou shalt find It after 
many days." 


But lastly, I think of one of the 


hardest of all fields in which to sow 
the gospel seed. 
That is the stony 


heart of the man who has stilled tho 
pleadings of his conscience by accept-
